Washington, April 1.—The war. de-

Aguinaldo during the rainy season. 
No Campaign for Rainy Season. 
Washington, April 1.—It is said at 

the war department that Gen. Otis will 

not make a campaign during the rainy 
season, nor is it believed that he will 
at present chase the Filipinos into the 
mountain fastnesses of Luzon. The ofh- 
cials consider it evident that the fight 
that was in Aguinaldo has been whipped 
out of him, and it is believed that he 


| cannot hold the Filipino army together 


much longer. If Gen. Otis advises, the 
war. department will approve a cessa- 
tion of hostilities or further forward 
movement, when little can be accom- 
plished save chasing the Filipinos with- 
out definite results. A short rest will 
determine whether the Filipinos intend 
to keep up a guerrilla warfare, and if 
s0 a plan is already maturing to meet 


| any such condition. 


Natives to Fight Guerrillas. 

Natives will be employed to fight the 
guerrillas, and, as the government can 
give them better pay and afford them 
greater protection than Aguinaldo, 
ihere is no doubt about the ability to 
employ natives in this way. If there 
must be guerrilla fighting during the 
rainy season, which will soon be upon 
the Philippines, the United States will 
not sacrifice its troops in such war- 
fare if natives can be obtained. 


OLD GLORY OVER MALOLOS., 


American Flag Raised Over the In- 
surgents’ Capital City. 


Manila, April 1.—The American flag 
was raised over Malolos at ten o’clock Fri- 
day morning. The Kansas regiment and 
the Montana regiment, on entering the 
city, found it deserted, the presidencia 
burning and the rebels retreating towards 
the mountains in a state of terror. Itis be- 
lieved they cannot in future make evena 
faint resistance. 

The American loss was small. 

It is evident that the rebels for sometime 
past have abandoned all hope of holding 
their capital, for the Americans found 
there evidences of elaborate preparations 
forevacuationontherailroad. The rails and 
ties for about a mile had been torn up and 
probably thrown into the river. The only 
prisoners captured were a few Chinamen. 
They said Aguinaldo left Malolos on 
Wednesday. 

The principal citizens of Malolos, their 
families and goods have been taken into 
the country over the railroad while others 
departed on foot, carrying their possessions 
and driving their cattle and other animals 
before them. 

Most of the rebel forces were removed 
Thursday evening to positions east of the 
railroad, leaving only some small bands in 
the strong trenches in front of Malolos. 

Gen. MacArthur started for the rebel cap- 
ital at seven o’clock Friday morning with 
two rapid-fire guns flanking the track, two 
guns of the Utah battery on the right and 
two guns of the Sixth artillery on the left 
of the rapid, firing continuously. 

The Kansas and Montana regiments 
moved upon Malolos and the Nebraska and 
Pennsylvania regiments and the Third ar- 
tilery kept along the right of the railroad. 

The only effective stand made by the 
rebels was at a bamboo and earthen work, 
half a mile from Malolos, and on the right, 
where the Nebraska regiment, as was the 
ease Thursday, had the hardest of the work 
and suffered the greatest loss. 

Col. Funston, always at the front, was 
the first man in Malolos, followed by a 
group of dashing Kansans. 

The Filipino flag, which was flying from 
the center of the town, was hauled down 
by some men of the Montana regiment, 
who triumphantly raised their 
above it. 

From the columns of smoke arising from 
the city it seemed as if the whole place was 
ablaze. It turned out, however, that only 
the presidencia, or government building, 
and. a few of the smaller buildings, had 
been set fire to by the rebels before they 
evacuated the place.

CONDEMN CANNED BEEF. 


More Testimony Before the Army 
Beef Inquiry Board at 
Washington. 


Washington, April 1.—All but two 
of the witnesses before the army beef 
inquiry court Friday were members of 
the medical staff of the army who were 
in service in Cuba during the Spanish 
war. The other two witnesses were 
Mr. George H. Giddings and Gen. J. 
Hale Sypher, who had been interested 
in securing contracts for supplying 
beef on the hoof and on the block for 
the army in Cuba. They testified that 
Gen. Eagan had told them that the 
secretary of war had asked him to give 
the refrigerator beef a trial, while Mr. 
Sypher said that Gen. Eagan had cre- 
ated the impression upon him that he 
preferred beef on the block to refriger- 
ator beef. Their testimony through- 
out was contradictory to Gen. Eagan’s 
testimony, and Mr. Giddings said that 


‘Congressman Hawley was present at 


several of his conferences with Gen. 
Eagan. A majority of the army sur- 
geons expressed the opinion that the 
canned beef was unsatisfactory as food 
for the troops, but some of them 
thought it no more harmful than other 
meat in the Cuban climate.

But the most noteworthy feature of this 
onward sweep of the Americans is the pa- 
tience and endurance of the private sol- 
diers. They have never hesitated to 
plunge across any kind of difficult country, 
against any number of the enemy and in 
the face of positions of entirely unknown 
strength.

THIRD TERM. 


When the framers of our state con- `| 


stitution came to consider the subject 
of the judicial department of our gov- 
ernment, a learned discussion was in- 
dulged in with respect to the tenure of 
the office of judge, and the convention 
found itself divided. 

A portion of the convention was in 
favor of conferring the power upon the 
governor to appoint the judges for life, 
or during good behavior, and they con- 
tended that the only way by which the 
judiciary could be kept perfectly im- 
partial was by appointing them for 
life. 

In that way, they contended, the gov- 
ernor would be able to select the very 
flower of the. profession, and by ap- 
pointing him for life he would be placed 
above and beyond political power or 
influence, and from the fact of his com- 
plete independence he would, of neces- 
sity, become and remain entirely im- 
partial. . 

The other moiety of the convention 


-eontended that it was not always the 


best lawyers that made the best judges. | 


That it had frequently occurred that 
the most distinguished members of the 


bar, when appointed to a judgeship, be- 


came a sad failure and had inflicted 


evil upon the people, and brought dis- | 


grace upon the high office. 

That the office of judge required a 
natural judicial mind, quick precep- 
tion, honesty of purpose and independ- 
ency of character. 2 


That such a judge could not be found 


by appointment,nor by election,but only 


by trial; and therefore the people should 
be permitted to select their own judges, 
and in case of the selection of an in- 
competent or corrupt judge, the short- 
er his term of service the better, but if 
an honest, fearless, competent and up- 
right judge should be chosen, then the 
longer his term of service the better, 


and the people could at all times be re- j- 
lied upon to turn out the bad and select f 


the good judge, and the latter view 
finally prevailed, 

The system of election by the people 
for a limited period of service was 
adopted. And in order that the office 
ef judge should be as far removed from 


the influence of political parties as pos- 
sible it was further provided that the 


election of judge should not te held 


litical election, but at the township 
election when there would be less polit- 
ical strife.

Boiling Water Without Fire. 

| Itis possible to make a pail of water 
boil without putting it on the fire and 
_ without applying external heat to it 
in any way. In fact, you can make a 
pail. of water boil by simply stirring 
it with a paddle. - . U: 

This feat was recently performed in 
the physical laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins University, in Baltimore, Md., 
and any one may do it with trouble 
and perseverance. All you have to do 
iS to place your water in a pail—it may 
be ice-water if necessary—and stir it 
with a wooden paddle. If you keep 
at it long enough it will certainly boil. 
Five hours of @onstant and rapid stir- 
ring are sufficient to perform the fent 
successfully. _ 
| The water will, after a time, grow 
warm, and then it grows hot—so not, 
in fact, that you canot hold your hand 
in it, and finally it will boil. Prof. 
Ames, of Johns Hopkins, annually il 
| lustrates some of the phenomena of 
heat by having one of his students per- 
form the trick in front of his class. li 
is a tiresome job, but it is perfectly 
feasible. | 

The point which Prof. Ames wishes 
_ to illustrate is what is known as the 
' mechanical equivalent to heat. It ré- 
, quires just as many foot-pounds of 
| work to develop a given quantity of 
heat. By turning the paddle in 
water at a regular speed it is possible 
to find out just how much work is re- 
quired to raise the temperature ot 
water one degree. 

Heat is developed in almost any sub- 
stance which is subject to continuous 
or very violent action. Long-contin- 
ued and violent hammering on two 
| pieces of wire will heat them to such 
| an extent that they can be welded to- 
| gether. A lead bullet, if shot directly 
| at a stone wall, will develop heat 
| enough by the contact to melt and fall 
| to the ground in a molten mass.

| pail of water boil by simply stirring 

it with a paddle. . z 

This feat was recently performed in 
the physical laboratory of Johns 
Hopkins University, in Baltimore, Md.. 
and any one may do it with trouble 
and perseverance. All you have to do 
is to place your water in a pail—it may 
be ice-water if necessary—and stir it 
with a wooden paddle. If you keep 
at it long enough it will certainly boil. 
_ Five hours of ¢onstant and rapid stir- 
ring are sufficient to perform the feat 
successfully. 

The water will, after a time, grow 
warm, and then it grows hot—so not, 
in fact, that you canot hold your hand 
in it, and finally it will boil. Prof. 
Ames, of Johns Hopkins, annually il 
'lustrates some of the phenomena of 
' heat by having one of his students per- 

form the trick in front of his class. li 

is a tiresome job, but it is perfectly 
. feasible. | 
| The point which Prof. Ames wishes 
to illustrate is what is known as the 
mechanical equivalent to heat. It ré- 
quires just as many foot-pounds ot 
work to develop a given quantity of 
heat. By turning the paddle in. the 
water at a regular speed it is possible 
to find out just how much work is re- 
quired to raise the temperature of 
water one degree.
